State’s Atty. Bernard Carey 
sent copies of the police spying 
jury report to 18 state and fed- 
eral officials. 

Carey mailed the reports in 
advance of the presentation of 
the jury’s findings Monday to 
Criminal Court Judge Richard 
J. Fitzgerald. 

'In a letter dated Nov 8, 
Carey wrote: 

“(The grand jury) has di- 
rected me to make the en- 
closed report on improper po- 
1 i ,c e intelligence activities 
available for public consid- 
er at ion and governmental 
action. 

“The report is a thorough 
and discerning study of a most 
serious problem. I urge your 
careful consideration of the 
grand jury’s recommenda- 
tions.”
